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TWENTY-FOURTH  ANNUAL  REPORT

OF  THE 

Methodist  Episcopal  Orphanage 

IN  PHILADELPHIA. 


“What  shall  we  render  unto  the  Lord  for  all  His  benefits  towards 
us?”  The  work  of  the  Orphanage  in  the  year  1902 -opened  with  the  senti¬ 
ment  of  this  text  echoing  through  all  our  hearts.  By  the  decision  of 
the  Supreme  Court,  the  executors  of  Colonel  Joseph  M.  Bennett  w-ere 
enabled  to  distribute  the  estate,  and  the  strain  of  financial  embarrassment 
no  longer  impeded  our  progress.  Early  in  the  year  we  gave  careful  atten¬ 
tion  to  the  necessity  for  putting  our  present  buildings  in  thorough  repair 
and  to  preparing  plans  for  building  a  new  structure  over  the  present  boiler 
house  to  contain  a  dining  room  on  the  first  floor,  an  invalids’  ward  and 
bath  room  on  the  second  floor,  and  rooms  for  servants  on  the  third  floor, 
the  idea  being  to  remove  the  boiler  house  and  laundry  into  a  new  build¬ 
ing.  Upon  receiving  estimates  for  this  work,  however,  we  found  that 
the  cost  of  the  changes  as  then  outlined  would  be  too  great.  We  are  now 
working  on  other  plans,  for  the  enlargement  of  our  facilities  in  these 
directions  which  we  hope  can  be  brought  within  our  resources. 

“Flower  Day,”  celebrated  in  May  and  held  under  the  patronage  of 
the  Committee  on  Salable  Articles,  was  not  as  largely  attended  as  usual, 
but  the  sum  of  $185.98  was  paid  into  our  treasury  as  the  result  of  their  work. 

At  Easter  the  children  were  kindly  remembered  by  gifts  of  Easter 
eggs  from  St.  Paul’s  Church, “Try  to  Do”  Circle  of  Wharton  Street  Church 
and  Seventh  Street  Church.  Our  steadfast  friends  of  St.  John’s  Sewing  Cir¬ 
cle  made  Memorial  Day  an  event  with  the  children  by  their- annual  picnic, 
bringing-  with  them  the  usual  supply  of  strawberries,  ic-cream  and  cake. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  enliven  the  summer  months  by  various  excur¬ 
sions  and  picnics.  By  Mrs.  Hill’s  efforts  the  captain  of  the  steamer  Columbia 
sent  a  donation  of  twenty-four  tickets  for  one  of  his  regular  trips,  to  Cape 
May,  and  the  children  had  a  royal  day  on  the  river  and  bay.  The  cap¬ 
tain  was  so  pleased  with  their  singing  and  general  good  behavior  that  he 
further  gladdened  their  hearts  with  a  treat  of  ice-cream.  Thirty  tickets 
were  also  received  for  a  trip  on  the  boat  running  to  Wilmington,  and  this, 
too,  was  thoroughly  enjoyed.  Through  the  kindness  of  the  superintendent

of  the  Park  trolley  several  rides  through  the  Park  were  given.  At  all  such 
times  the  children  have  been  warmly  commended  for  their  good  conduct. 
Much  pleasure  was  given  by  Miss  Clayton,  who  took  22  baby  boys  to 
Willow  Grove,  the  necessary  funds  for  the  trip  having  been  collected  by  her 
individual  efforts.  Upon  another  occasion  the  Sabbath-school  workers  of 
Fletcher  Church  gave  a  most  enjoyable  picnic. 

The  Board  of  Managers  deemed  it  best  to  omit  the  usual  observance  of 
Donation  Day,  since  our  house  and  grounds  both  lacked  the  neat  and 
attractive  appearance  which  we  desire  them  to  present  to  our  friends,  and  it 
was  determined  that  hereafter  the  name  “Donation  Day”  shall  be  changed 
to  “Founder’s  Day,”  in  memory  of  our  beloved  first  president,  Mrs.  Bishop 
Simpson. 

Hallowe'en  was  a  time  of  fun  and  frolic,  the  larger  girls  entering 
heartily  into  the  spirit  of  the  evening  and  contributing  their  share  by 
baking  cakes  and  making  candy.  Thanksgiving  was.  observed  by  a  bountiful 
dinner,  the  children  recalling  it  with  delight  several  days  after.  The 
remembrance  of  the  long  illness  which  shadowed  our  Christmas  last  year 
seemed  to  heighten  the  interest  and  desire  to  make  this  the  very  happiest 
day  possible.  To  this  end  our  friends  contributed  many  bright  and 
beautiful  decorations  for  the  tree,  and  in  its  majestic  height,  reaching  from 
the  floor  to  the  ceiling  of  the  Chapel,  it  was  a  blaze  of  brilliancy  and  splen¬ 
dor. 

Every  child  received  from  the  Managers  a  well-filled  stocking  and  an 
individual  gift  of  a  book  or  a  doll,  a  sled,  or  some  other  toy. 

The  oft-told  tale  of  destitution,  extreme  poverty  and  ill  health  meets 
the  Admission  Committee  at  each  of  its  sessions.  Mothers  and  kinsfolk 
plead  earnestly  for  the  admission  of  their  little  ones,  and  the  sympathies 
of  the  committee  are  deeply  stirred  as  they  endeavor  to  seek  out  and  provide 
for  the  most  worthy.  During  the  year  twenty-four  girls  and  nineteen  boys 
were  admitted;  six  girls  and  four  boys  were  entire  orphans.  Each  month 
some  of  the  children  who  have  been  placed  in  homes  are  visited  by 
some  members  of  the  Dismission  Committee;  other  children  are  written  to, 
and  the  committee  endeavors  to  keep  in  touch  with  all.  The  reports  from 
the  homes  visited  have  nearly  all  been  very  satisfactory.  Occasionally  diffi¬ 
culties  have  arisen,  which  by  a  visit  or  a  few  words  of  written  counsel  are 
easily  adjusted.  Among  the  gratifying  letters  is  one  from  Mr.  Richards,  of 
Frackville,  with  whom  David  Rano  lives.  David  has  shown  a  preference 
for  house-painting,  and  while  assisting  Mr.  Richards  in  the  general  store,  he 
is  being  permitted  to  learn  the  trade.  Mr.  Atkins,  at  Bennom,  Del.,  is  so 
pleased  with  Robert  Davis  that  he  desires  to  obtain  another  boy  from  us 
This  year  eight  boys  and  eight  girls  have  been  returned  to  relatives,  six 
boys  and  two  girls  have  been  placed  in  homes,  three  boys  have  been  sent. 
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to  Girard  College,  one  girl  has  been  transferred  from  one  home  to  an¬ 
other,  and  one  girl  entered  Temple  College. 

In  reviewing  the  reports  of  the  House  Committee  we  find  much  cause 
for  thankfulness  in  the  good  health  of  the  children.  Early  in  the  year  it 
was  decided  that  it  would  be  of  great  advantage  to  have  a  physician  who 
should  pay  weekly  visits  to  the  institution  and  look  after  its  sanitary  condi¬ 
tion  and  the  general  health  of  the  children.  Since  we  are  possessed  of  the 
means  to  pay  for  such  service,  Dr.  A.  B.  Donaldson,  of  Bala,  was  selected 
to  fill  the  position  at  a  yearly  salary,  and  the  committee  feels,  that  Dr. 
Donaldson  has  been  most  attentive,  careful  and  painstaking.  Another  in¬ 
novation  that  is  working  for  the  better  condition  of  the  children  is  the 
employment  of  a  dentist.  Dr.  Salvas,  who  for  a  specified  sum  visits  the 
Orphanage  every  week.  One  of  the  rooms  lately  used  as.  a  ward  has  been 
fitted  with  the  necessary  dental  appliances,  at  a  very  moderate  cost,  through 
the  kindness  of  a  friend.  During  the  year  all  the  dormitories  have  been 
fitted  up  with  enamelled  beds,  thereby  greatly  improving  their  appearance. 
Through  the  careful  oversight  of  the  matron,  Mrs.  E.  F.  Smith,  the  house 
maintains  a  neat,  orderly  appearance,  and  the  children  appear  well  clothed 
and  happy.  A  housekeeper,  Miss  Wood,  was  installed  in  September,  who, 
in  addition  to  her  other  duties,  conducts  each  Saturday  afternoon  a  class 
in  cooking  for  the  older  girls.  During  the  summer  the  shortage  of  coal  bid 
fair  to  be  a  most  serious  problem.  Gas  was  used  for  cooking  and  ironing, 
and  for  several  weeks  the  boilers  were  kept  going  by  the  use  of  wood  which 
we  were  fortunate  enough  to  have  on  the  grounds.  The  outlook  for  the 
winter  seemed  most  depressing, but  in  our  Treasurer  we  had  an  indefatigable 
and  earnest  worker,  who  by  persistent  and  insistent  effort  has  succeeded 
in  obtaining  enough  to  carry  us  through  the  season. 

Members  of  the  Store  Room  Committee  are  found  at  the  Orphanage 
every  Monday  morning  giving  out  the  weekly  supplies.  This  committee 
also  receives  and  acknowledges  all  donations.  Their  report,  published  in 
full  in  later  pages,  makes  interesting  reading,  and  we  gratefully  record  the 
substantial  aid  that  has  been  furnished  by  our  friends. 

Expenditures  in  excess  of  those  of  any  previous  year  are  reported 
by  the  Purchasing  Committee.  This  is  to  be  expected,  since  replenishing 
in  many  ways  has  taken  place,  the  ardor  of  some  of  our  friends  has  dimin 
ished,  and  some  have  withdrawn  from  the  work,  feeling  that  they  are 
more  needed  elsewhere,  hence  we  have  been  deprived  of  many  of  the 
generous  donations  usually  sent.  The  committee  has  exercised  both  care 
and  economy  in  its  purchases  and  the  food  supplied  is  of  the  best  quality. 

We  are  indebted  to  our  Clothing  Committee  for  its  care  of  the  cloth¬ 
ing  of  our  one  hundred  and  five  children.  This  requires  and  has  received 
time,  patience  and  perseverance.  The  committee  reports  and  begs  to 
gratefully  acknowledge  the  assistance  in  its  labors  which  it  has  received 
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from  the  King's  Daughters  Circles  of  Park  Avenue  Church  and  of  Mari¬ 
ners’  Bethel  Church,  from  Needle  Work  Guild  of  Oxford,  Needle  Work 
Guild  of  Ardmore,  the  House  of  Industry  and  the  Sunday-school  class  of 
Miss  Stout  of  Fletcher  Church,  and  from  Mrs.  Eicherly  and  Mrs.  Dowler. 
all  of  whom  have  been  most  faithful  and  helpful  in  their  work.  * 

The  Educational  Committee  reopened  school  February  17th,  1902,  it 
having  been  closed  almost  three  months  on  account  of  illness.  Sixty-six 
scholars  were  in  attendance.  Both  teachers  and  scholars  seemed  glad  to 
resume  their  work.  The  program  arranged  by  the  committee  and  carried 
out  by  the  teachers  and  children  on  Flower  Day  was  very  satisfactory  to 
the  committee  and  highly  pleasing  to  the  audience.  In  September,  in  pursu¬ 
ance  of  a  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  our  school,  except  the 
kindergarten,  was  not  reopened,  but  seventy  children  were  entered  in  the 
public  schools  in  the  vicinity.  The  committee  regrets  the  overcrowding  of 
that  school  and  considers  that  the  teachers  are  doing  wonderfully  well 
under  the  circumstances.  Through  the  efforts  of  the  Chairman,  Lillian 
Dellow  secured  a  scholarship  in  Temple  College  and  thus  far  her  work  is 
most  encouraging. 

At  Christmas  the  kindergartners,  under  the  instruction  of  Miss  Kendig, 
gave  an  enjoyable  entertainment  and  distributed  little  gifts  which  they  had 
made.  To  further  interest  the  children  the  committee  proposes,  to  give 
a  series  of  bi-monthly  entertainments  on  Friday  evenings.  The  first  was 
given  on  February  6th  by  Rev.  J.  Hackenburg:  subject,  a  talk  on  birds, 
accompanied  with  singing  and  humorous  recitations.  An  interested  audience 
assembled  and  the  occasion  was  much  enjoyed.  On  Easter  Sunday  the 
work  of  the  Sabbath  Committee  was  resumed.  Mr.  Merchant  and  his 
teachers  have  through  all  weather  faithfully  continued  their  labor  of  love; 
Miss  Frailey  and  the  Christian  Endeavor  Societies  of  Tabernacle,  Tioga 
and  Columbia  Avenue  Churches  have  again  conducted  their  usual  services 
on  Tuesday  evenings.  On  July  1st  the  Christian  Endeavor  Society  of 
Green  Street  Church  gave  a  patriotic  service,  which  was  entered  into  so 
heartily  by  the  children  that  the  Society  remarked  that  "they  had  received 
more  than  they  had  given.’’  A  pleasant  musical  evening  was  given  by  the 
male  quartette  of  Fletcher  Church.  On  June  8th,  Lizzie  Powell,  Arthur 
Wood  and  Edward  McClintock  were  received  into  full  membership  in 
Fletcher  Church.  Instruction  is  named  with  maintenance  as  the  object  of 
our  Society.  Let  us,  then,  fully  recognize  the  need  for  spiritual  teaching, 
that  there  may  be  instilled  into  these  young  hearts  and  minds  the  life 
principles  of  faith  in  Jesus  their  Saviour  and  a  deep  and  all-pervading  love 
for  Him. 

An  impression  has  been  created  that  the  work  of  the  Needlework  Guild 
is  no  longer  needed  in  the  Orphanage.  This  is  a  mistake.  The  returns 
in  garments  and  house  linens,  have  been  of  much  value  in  years  past,  and 
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we  trust  all  the  friends  will  continue  their  labor  of  love  and  not  forsake  us 
this  early.  One  Director  from  each  church  is  surely  very  little  to  ask,  and 
we  urge  that  we  may  at  least  count  upon  that  much. 

The  Needlework  Guild  reports  that  it  now  has  on  its  roll  fifty-five 
Directors;  the  number  of  articles  contributed,  819;  value,  $243.16;  cash  in 
donations  and  dues,  $78.65;  total  value,  $321.81. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  reports  the  following  be¬ 
quests  as  having  been  received  during  the  year:  Mrs.  Freas  Brown  Fund, 
$1,000;  estate  of  Caroline  E.  Stradley,  $8.23;  Emeline  M.  Swain  Fund, 
$950. 

The  Publishing  Committee  has  provided  printed  stationery  for  the 
business  correspondence  of  all  our  committees,  and  to  this  committee 
we  are  indebted  for  the  arranging  of  our  Reports  for  publication,  a  work 
in  which  it  has  exercised  time,  skill  and  patience. 

In  April,  with  startling  suddenness,  there  passed  from  our  midst  Mrs. 
John  Parker.  She  returned  to  her  home  in  the  evening,  apparently  in  her 
usual  health,  after  an  afternoon  spent  in  work  for  the  Orphanage,  but 
before  the  dawn  of  the  following  day  she  had  entered  into  rest.  She  has 
served  as  a  Manager  from  the  beginning  of  the  organization,  and  for 
twelve  years  was  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  afterwards  in  con¬ 
secutive  years  filling  the  positions  of  Chairman  of  the  House  and  Purchasing 
Committees,  bringing  to  the  work  of  each  her  characteristic  energy,  per¬ 
sistence  and  eager  effort  to  forward  the  work  which  she  loved  so  well. 

In  the  death  of  Miss  Carrie  Kinsey,  of  Bristol  Church,  we  lost  another 
of  our  earliest  managers  and  one  whose  active  interest  in  the  work  never  . 
waned. 

We  gratefully  acknowledge  our  indebtedness  to  Dr.  Wendell  Reber 
and  Dr.  J.  Henry  Off  for  gratuitous  treatment  of'  the  children  as  oculist 
and  aurist,  and  to  the  Methodist,  Children’s  and  Presbyterian  Hospitals  for 
service  rendered  to  us  in  the  care  of  our  charges  when  ill.  The  advice  of 
our  solicitors,  J.  H.  Keator,  Esq.,  and  M.  Verner  Simpson,  Esq.,  has  been 
given  with  uniform  courtesy,  readiness  and  despatch,  and  we  thank  them 
cordially. 

In  drawing  our  retrospect  to  a  close  we  can-but  emphasize  the  great 
relief  experienced  in  having  our  financial  burden  lightened.  While  our  now' 
assured  income  is  not  largely  in  excess  of  that  heretofore  given  by  our 
churches,  yet  it  is  sufficient  to  carry  on  our  present  work.  As  the  income 
increases,  our  facilities  for  sheltering  these  needy  ones  will  be  increased, 
but  while  wre  rejoice  in  our  material  prosperity,  yet  it  enfolds  a  vein  of 
sadness.  We  are  pained  to  hear  that  some  of  our  Auxiliaries  have  signified 
their  intention  of  withdrawing  from  the  work,  deeming  that  other  claims 
are  now  more  pressing.  We  feel  that  it  will  be  a  loss  to  themselves  as  well 
as  to  us.  Twenty-three  years  of  serving  together  in  one  cause  makes  a 
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tie  not  easily  severed,  and  we  are  loath  to  have  them  go.  We  feel  that 
devoted  hearts  are  of  greater  value  in  advancing  our  work  than  ever.  As 
we  ask,  What  of  our  future?  we  realize  that  as  a  Board  of  Managers  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Orphanage  a  great  and  sacred  trust  has  been  given  to 
us;  in  the  ministering  of  which  clear  conceptions,  sound  judgment  and  self- 
devotion  must  animate  the  spirit  of  all.  “Faithful  is  he  that  calleth  you  ' 
In  this  assurance  let  us  go  forward,  and  in  the  doing  honor  our  Church,  our 
Founder,  our  Benefactor,  and,  above  all,  glorify  our  God.

CHARTER,  CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 


OF  THE 
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AMENDED  CERTIFICATE  OF  CHARTER 


1.  The  name  of  this  corporation  is  “The  Methodist  Episcopal  Orphan¬ 
age  in  Philadelphia.” 

2.  The  purpose  for  which  this  corporation  is  formed  is  the  care, 
maintenance  and  education  of  destitute  orphan  children,  without  regard  to 
religious  belief. 

3.  The  business  of  said  corporation  shall  be  transacted  in  the  City 
of  Philadelphia. 

4.  The  said  corporation  shall  be  perpetual. 

5.  The  officers  of  this  corporation  shall  consist  of  a  Board  of  Man¬ 
agers  and  Board  of  Trustees. 

6.  The  number  of  Managers  of  this  corporation  shall  not  be  more 
than  six  ladies  from  each  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  having  an  Auxil¬ 
iary  in  the  Philadelphia  Conference,  who  shall  be  elected  annually,  by  the 
contributors  to  the  Orphanage  in  such  church. 

7.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  elected  by  the  Board  of  Managers, 
and  shall  be  composed  of  fifteen  Christian  gentlemen,  twelve  of  whom 
shall  be  members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church;  the  first  five  named 
on  the  list  to  serve  for  the  term  of  one  year,  the  next  five  for  two  years, 
and  the  remaining  five  for  three  years.  Five  new  Trustees  to  be  elected 
each  year  by  the  Managers  in  place  of  those  whose  term  of  office  shall 
then  expire.  The  retiring  Trustees  shall  then  be  eligible  for  re-election. 
The  new  Board  shall  meet  immediately  after  their  election  to  office,  and 
out  of  their  own  body  elect  a  President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  to  serve 
one  year  from  the  date  of  their  election.  The  old  Board  shall  continue  in 
office  until  the  new  one  is  elected.  The  Trustees  shall  have  power 
to  fill  vacancies  in  their  number. 

8.  The  said  Trustees  shall  hold  in  trust  for  the  Society  all  its  real, 
personal  and  mixed  estates,  bonds,  mortgages,  stocks,  bequests,  and  all 
moneys  paid  to  them  or  their  Treasurer,  for  the  use  of  the  Society;  and 
all  drafts  drawn  by  the  Managers  and  signed  by  the  President  and  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  honored  to  the  extent  of  available 
means  in  their  possession. 

9.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  entire  charge,  management, 
government  and  direction  of  the  affairs  of  the  Orphanage,  make  drafts  on 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  all  necessary  expenses,  and, 
with  the  concurrence  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  shall  erect  new  buildings 
and  make  such  other  improvements  as  they  shall  deem  needful  from  time 
to  time. 

10.  There  is  no  capital  stock  in  this  corporation. 
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CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  I.— The  Object  of  the  Society. 

i  The  object  of  the  Society  shall  be  the  maintenance  and  instruction 
of  destitute  orphan  children,  without  regard  to  religious  belief. 

2.  No  boy  shall  be  admitted  under  three  or  over  eight  years  of  age, 
and  no  girl  under  three  or  over  ten  years  of  age. 

3.  All  children  admitted  must  be  placed  fully  under  the  control  of  the 
Managers,  and  shall  remain  in  the  Orphanage  at  least  three  years,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Managers  present  at  a  reg¬ 


ular  meeting. 

ARTICLE  II. — Membership. 

The  payment  of  one  dollar  annually  shall  constitute  any  person  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  this  Society.  The  payment  of  twenty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  con¬ 
stitute  a  life  membership;  and  of  one  hundred  dollars  at  one  time  a  bene- 


ARTICLE  III. — Endowment. 

The  payment  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  shall  constitute  a 
perpetual  endowment,  to  be  called  by  such  name  as  shall  be  designated  by 
the  donor.  It  shall  confer  the  right  of  support,  from  time  to  time,  to  such 
orphan  child  as  shall  be  selected  by  the  donor,  and  as  shall  be  approved 
by  the  Managers.  The  right  of  selection  shall  also  descend  to  such  heir 
as  shall  be  the  will  of  the  donor. 


ARTICLE  IV.— Officers  of  the  Society. 

The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a  Board  of  Managers  and  a 
Board  of  Trustees. 

ARTICLE  V. — Board  of  Managers. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  consist  of  not  more  than  six  ladies  from 
each  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  having  an  auxiliary  in  the  Philadelphia 
Conference,  who  shall  be  elected  annually  by  the  contributors  in  each 
Church  aforesaid,  in  the  month  of  January  of  each  year,  ptior  to  the  stated 
meeting  of  the  Board,  and  of  six  Managers,  who  shall  be  annually  chosen 
by  the  Board.  Managers  shall  hold  office  until  their  successors  are 
elected.  Twenty  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 


ARTICLE  VI.— Election  of  Officers. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  close  their  business  on  the  third  Wed¬ 
nesday  of  February.  The  annual  meetings  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Wed¬ 
nesday  of  March  of  each  and  every  year.  At  the  annual  meeting  the  Board 
of  Managers  shall  from  their  own  number  elect  by  ballot  or  otherwise  a 
President,  five  Vice-Presidents,  Recording  Secretary,  Corresponding  Sec¬ 
retary,  Treasurer,  and  such  standing  committees  as  the  By-Laws  may  re- 
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quire;  and  shall  also  at  said  annual  meeting  elect  a  Board  of  Trustees  of 
fifteen  Christian  gentlemen.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  meet  on  the 
first  Wednesday  in  February,  at  two  o’clock  P.  M. 

ARTICLE  A7II. — Stated  Meeting  of  Managers. 

The  stated  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  held  on  the 
third  Wednesday  of  each  month,  at  2.30  o’clock  P.  M.,  from  September  to 
June,  inclusive. 

ARTICLE  VIII. — Duties  of  Officers. 

1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Man¬ 
agers,  decide  all  questions  of  order,  appoint  committees  not  otherwise  pro¬ 
vided  for,  call  special  meetings,  give  the  casting  vote  upon  an  equal  division 
of  the  Board,  sign  all  orders  on  the  Treasurer,  be  ex-officio  member  of  all 
committees,  and  perform  all  other  duties  legitimate  to  her  office. 

2.  Vice-Presidents  shall,  in  the  absence  of  the  President,  preside  in 
their  order  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  perform  all  other 
necessary  duties  of  the  presiding  officers. 

3.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  accurate  minutes  of  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  of  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  draw  all  orders  on 
the  Treasurer,  when  the  same  are  ordered  by  the  Board. 

4-  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of 
the  Society,  notify  of  any  special  meetings,  and  prepare  the  annual  report. 

5-  The  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  receive  all  moneys 
paid  in  at  the  Board  meetings,  give  all  receipts,  pay  the  same  to  the  Treas¬ 
urer  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  receiving  his  receipt  for  the  whole  amount. 
She  shall  pay  all  bills  approved  by  the  Executive  Committee,  for  which  an 
order  shall  be  drawn  at  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
and  signed  by  the  President  and  Secretary.  At  the  annual  meeting  she 
shall  furnish  a  detailed  report  of  all  moneys  received  and  expended  by  her. 

ARTICLE  IX. — Powers  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

The  Board  01  Managers  shall  have  entire  charge,  management,  govern¬ 
ment  and  direction  of  the  affairs  of  the  Orphanage,  make  drafts  on  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Managers  and  also  investigate  and  examine  se¬ 
curities  and  investments,  making  their  report  at  the  Annual  Meeting, 
ent  at  a  regular  meeting. 

ARTICLE  X. — Board  of  Trustees  (Election). 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  composed  of  fifteen  Christian  gentle¬ 
men,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  Board  of  Managers  at  their  annual  meet¬ 
ing,  twelve  of  whom  shall  be  members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 
The  first  five  named  on  the  list  to  serve  for  the  term  of  one  year,  the  next 
five  for  two  years,  and  the  remaining  five  for  three  years. 

Five  new  Trustees  to  be  elected  each  year  by  the  Managers  in  place  of 
those  whose  term  of  office  shall  then  expire.  The  retiring  Trustees  shall 
be  eligible  to  re-election.  The  new  Board  shall  meet  immediately  after 
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their  election  to  office,  and  out  of  their  own  body  elect  a  President,  Secre¬ 
tary  and  Treasurer,  to  serve  for  one  year  from  the  date  of  election.  In  no 
case  shall  the  offices  of  Secretary  and  Treasurer  be  held  by  one  and  the 
same  person. 

The  old  Board  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  new  one  is  elected.  The 
Trustees  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  in  their  own  number. 

ARTICLE  XI. — Powers  of  Trustees. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  hold  in  trust  for  the  Society  all  its  real, 
personal  and  mixed  estates,  bonds,  mortgages,  stocks,  bequests,  and  all 
moneys  paid  to  them  or  their  Treasurer  for  the  use  of  the  Society,  shall 
honor  all  drafts  drawn  by  the  Managers,  signed  by  the  President  and  Sec¬ 
retary  of  the  Board,  to  the  extent  of  available  means  in  their  possession, 
and  they  shall  afford  advice  and  assistance  to  the  Managers  when  so  re¬ 
quested. 

ARTICLE  XII. — Duties  of  Trustees’  Treasurer. 

The  Treasurer  of  Board  of  Trustees  shall  hold  the  evidence  of  all  prop¬ 
erty  belonging  to  the  corporation,  receive  all  moneys,  deposit  the  same  in 
such  bank  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Trustees,  such  deposit  to  be  made 
in  the  name  of  the  “Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Orphan¬ 
age,”  and  to  be  drawn  by  him  from  the  bank  only  by  order  of  the  Board 
of  Managers,  signed  by  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Man¬ 
agers,  and  he  shall  make  such  investments  in  the  name  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Orphanage  as  directed  by  the  Trustees.  He  shall  keep  a  strict 
account  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures,  with  the  vouchers  or  receipts  for 
the  same,  which  account  shall  be  at  all  times  open  to  the  inspection  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  and  Managers.  He  shall  not  pay  any  money  without  an 
order  signed  by  the  President  and  attested  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Board 
of  Managers.  He  shall  also  make  quarterly  reports  in  writing  to  the  Board 
of  Managers  of  the  state  of  the  Treasury  and  answer  all  questions  put  to 
him  by  the  Managers  upon  the  estate  or  account  of  the  corporation.  At 
each  annual  meeting  he  shall  furnish  an  itemized  account  of  the  transactions 
of  the  year  and  an  itemized  statement  of  all  assets,  which  shall  be  exam¬ 
ined  by  an  auditing  committee,  consisting  of  two  Managers  and  two  Trus¬ 
tees,  who  shall  verify  each  item  in  the  account  and  statement.  He  shall 
also  give  such  security  for  the  safe  keeping  of  the  funds  under  his  control 
as  the  Trustees  may  require.  Moneys  that  may  be  received  for  the  benefit 
of  any  inmate  of  the  Orphanage  shall  be  invested  by  the  Treasurer  in  such 
manner  as  shall  be  directed  by  the  Trustees. 

ARTICLE  XIII.— Meetings  of  Board  of  Trustees 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  hold  quarterly  meetings)  at  a  time  to  be 
fixed  by  their  By-Laws.  Seven  Trustees  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  At 
the  annual  meeting  the  officers  provided  for  by  the  Charter  shall  be  chosen. 
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ARTICLE  XIV. — Joint  Meetings. 

Joint  meetings  may  be  called  at  any  time  by  the  President  of  the  Board 
of  Managers  for  consideration  of  the  interests  of  the  Institution. 

ARTICLE  XV. — Care  of  the  Children. 

While  the  children  are  in  the  Orphanage  they  shall  be  trained  in  habits 
of  industry,  order,  cleanliness  and  economy,  most  thoroughly  in  good 
morals  and  in  religion.  The  Managers  shall  aim  to  place  the  children  in 
good  homes  with  those  only  who  will  religiously  and  morally  educate  and 
train  them.  Over  all  such  children  the  Managers  shall  continue  a  constant 
oversight  for  their  protection  during  minority. 

ARTICLE  XVI. — Rights  of  the  Corporation. 

The  Methodist  Episcopal  Orphanage  in  Philadelphia  shall  have  per¬ 
petual  succession,  and  through  their  Trustees  be  able  to  sue  or  be  sued, 
implead  and  be  impleaded  in  all  courts  of  law  and  elsewhere;  to  have  and 
make  a  corporate  seal,  and  again  at  pleasure  to  alter  and  renew  the  same, 
and  capable  in  law  and  equity  to  take,  purchase,  hold  ank  receive,  to  them 
and  their  successors,  any  lands,  tenements,  goods  and  chattels  of  whatever 
kind,  nature  or  quality,  real,  mixed  or  personal,  which  are  now,  or  shall  or 
may  at  any  time  hereafter  become  the  property  of  the  said  corporation  or 
body  politic,  by  purchase,  gift,  bargain,  sale,  conveyance,  devise,  bequest 
or  otherwise,  from  any  person  or  persons  whomsoever  capable  of  making 
the  same,  and  the  same  to  grant,  bargain,  sell,  dispose  of,  for  the  use  and 
benefit  of  the  said  corporation. 

ARTICLE  XVII. — Alterations  and  Amendments. 

This  Constitution  shall  not  be  altered  or  amended  except  at  the  annual 
meeting,  or  at  a  meeting  called  especially  for  that  purpose.  In  either  case 
public  notice  of  alteration  shall  be  given  at  least  one  month  previous  to 
said  meeting.  Forty  persons  shall  be  required  to  constitute  a  quorum  at 
said  meeting,  and  a  two-thirds  vote  of  those  present,  in  favor  of  the  meas¬ 
ure,  shall  be  required  for  its  adoption. 
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B'X'-LA'WS. 


ARTICLE  I. — Committees. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  at  their  annual  meeting  elect  from  their 
number  the  following  standing  committees:  Committee  on  Admission,  Dis¬ 
mission,  House,  Storeroom,  Clothing,  Education,  Sabbath,  Salable  Articles, 
Publishing,  Auditing,  Organization,  Railroad,  and  such  other  committees 
as  they  may  deem  necessary.  Also  elect  the  Visiting  Physicians,  Matron, 
Teachers  and  other  officers  of  the  Institution,  after  recommendation  by  the 
proper  committee. 

ARTICLE  II. — Admission  Committee. 

The  Committee  on  Admission  shall  consist  of  nine  Managers,  whose 
duties  shall  be  to  receive,  examine  and  decide  upon  (according  to  the  rules) 
all  applications  for  admission  to  the  Orphanage  and  report  the  same  to  the 
Board  of  Managers  for  approval.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  registry,  in 
which  shall  be  recorded  all  information  concerning  each  child. 

Every  child,  before  being  admitted,  shall  be  examined  and  approved 
by  one  of  the  attending  physicians  of  the  Orphanage. 

For  all  cases  applying  for  admission  from  outside  the  Philadelphia 
Conference,  a  fee  of  One  Hundred  Dollars  shall  be  charged.  Churches 
within  the  Conference  limits  shall  be  required  to  form  Auxiliaries,  and  pay 
into  the  Treasury  at  least  Twenty  Dollars  annually. 

Meetings  shall  be  held  on  the  third  Wednesday  of  each  month  at  1018 
Arch  street,  at  n  o’clock  A.  M. 

Applications  may  be  made  at  each  meeting,  or  in  writing  at  any  time 
during  the  month,  directed  to  the  Chairman  or  Secretary  of  the  Committee. 

ARTICLE  III. — Dismission  Committee. 

The  Committee  on  Dismission  shall  consist  of  twelve  Managers,  who 
shall  meet  on  the  third  Wednesday  of  each  month,  at  II  o’clock  A.  M.,  at 
1018  Arch  street. 

Application  may  be  made  at  such  time,  or  to  Chairman  in  writing  at 
any  time,  for  the  dismission  of  any  child  to  be  adopted  or  to  be  placed  with 
suitable  persons  for  a  home,  for  the  purpose  of  learning  a  business  or  trade. 
In  all  cases,  the  home  to  which  a  child  is,  sent  shall  be  visited  before  the 
application  is  approved.  After  at  least  three  months’  trial  the  Committee 
shall  take  the  proper  legal  measures  to  secure  to  the  child  its  rights  under 
the  law,  and  to  protect  the  rights  of  the  Society. 

The  action  of  the  Committee  in  every  case  shall  be  subject  to  the  ap¬ 
proval  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  Where  a  child  is  to  be  taken  from  the 
Orphanage,  the  order  for  its  removal  shall  be  signed  by  the  President  of 
the  Society  and  Chairman  and  Secretary  of  the  Committee,  and  a  book  of 
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registry  kept,  in  which  shall  be  recorded  all  information  concerning  each 
child. 

This  Committee  shall  also  have  supervision  of  children  temporarily 
leaving  the  Orphanage  in  the  summer  season. 

All  applications  for  vacations  must  be  made  not  later  than  June  15th, 
and  such  vacations  must  be  spent  out  of  the  city. 

ARTICLE  IV. — House  Committee. 

The  House  Committee  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  twelve  Managers, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  visit  the  Orphanage  at  least  once  a  week,  have 
general  superintendence  and  direction  of  its  internal  arrangements,  see 
that  the  children  have  sufficient  food,  properly  prepared,  of  a  kind  best 
suited  to  them.  They  shall  purchase  all  necessary  supplies  for  the  House, 
after  presenting  such  requisitions  to  the  Executive  Committee.  They  shall 
receive  applications  for  Matron  and  Matron’s  assistant  and  report  the 
same  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE  V. — Storeroom  Committee. 

The  Storeroom  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  Managers,  whose 
duties  shall  be  to  visit  the  Orphanage  every  week,  give  out  the  weekly  sup¬ 
plies  and  keep  an  account  of  the  same.  They  shall  furnish  the  House  Com¬ 
mittee  with  a  written  list  of  articles  needed.  They  shall  keep  a  record  of 
all  donations,  acknowledge  the  same  and  report  to  Board  of  Managers 
every  month.  They  shall  give  a  written  list  to  the  Chairman  of  Clothing 
and  Educational  Committees  of  such  articles  among  donations  as  may  be¬ 
long  to  these  committees. 

ARTICLE  VI. — Clothing  Committee. 

The  Clothing  Committee  shall  consist  of  twelve  Managers,  who  shall 
see  that  proper  and  suitable  clothing  is  provided  for  the  children,  making 
the  best  use  of  material  in  the  house  and  purchasing  all  needed  supplies 
after  presenting  such  requisitions  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE  VII.— Education  Committee. 

1  he  Education  Committee  shall  consist  of  nine  Managers,  who  shall 
control  all  arrangements  for  the  instruction  of  the  children,  see  that  at¬ 
tention  is  paid  to  their  habits  and  manners,  take  charge  of  exercises  on 
Public  Days,  receive  applications  for  teachers  and  report  the  same  to 
Executive  Committee.  They  shall  purchase  all  necessary  supplies,  after 
presenting  such  requisitions  to  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE  VIII. — Sabbath  Committee. 

The  Sabbath  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  members,  who  shall  pro¬ 
vide  for  a  proper  observance  of  the  Sabbath  and  the  proper  instruction  of 
the  children  on  that  day. 

They  shall  see  that  the  children  are  baptized  at  the  proper  time,  in- 
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structed  in  the  Holy  Scriptures,  learn  the  Lord’s  Prayer,  the  Ten  Com¬ 
mandments,  the  Apostles’  Creed,  the  Catechism,  and  all  other  things  which 
a  Christian  ought  to  know  and  believe  to  his  soul’s  health. 

ARTICLE  IX. — Committee  on  Salable  Articles. 

This  Committee  shall  be  called  the  Committee  on  Salable  Articles  and 
Entertainment  and  shall  consist  of  at  least  one  representative  from  each 
Auxiliary,  who  shall  have  charge  of  case  of  fancy  and  useful  articles  to  be 
found  at  all  times  at  the  Orphanage. 

They  shall  also  have  charge  of  any  refreshments,  served  on  any  of  the 
public  days  at  the  Orphanage. 

ARTICLE  X. — Publishing  Committee. 

The  Publishing  Committee  shall  consist  of  two  Managers  who  shall 
provide  for  the  publication  of  the  Annual  Reports  and  attend  to  all  neces¬ 
sary  printing. 

ARTICLE  XI. — Auditing  Committee. 

The  Auditing  Committee  shall  consist  of  two  Managers,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be,  in  conjunction  with  Committee  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trus¬ 
tees.  to  audit  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
and  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Managers;  also  investigate  and  examine  securi¬ 
ties  and  investments,  making  their  report  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

ARTICLE  XII. — Executive  Committee. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  once  a  month  and  shall  be  com¬ 
posed  of  the  officers  of  the  Society  and  the  Chairmen  of  the  Standing  Com¬ 
mittees.  Their  duty  shall  be  to  consider  all  applications  presented  by  the 
proper  Committees  for  the  positions  of  Matron,  Matron’s  Assistant, 
Teachers,  Caretakers,  Engineer.  Farmer  and  all  other  employees  not  other¬ 
wise  provided  for;  to  fill  vacancies  occurring  in  the  same,  fix  salaries  and 
transact  all  business  not  pertaining  to  other  Committees,,  and  receive  all 
bills  presented  by  different  Committees.  In  case  of  necessity,  in  matters 
not  admitting  of  delay,  this  Committee  shall  exercise  equal  power  with  the 
Board  of  Managers  and  render  their  report  at  the  following  stated  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Board  for  approval.  Eight  members,  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  XIII. — Nominating  Committee. 

The  Nominating  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the 
Society,  the  Chairman  of  the  Standing  Committees,  and  a  Manager  from 
each  church,  not  represented  among  the  above  officers  and  chairmen.  All 
nominations  shall  come  through  this  Committee.  No  Manager  shall  re¬ 
main  on  any  Standing  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Managers  for  more  than 
five  consecutive  years,  or  become  a  member  of  the  same  committee  for  five 
years,  except  the  members  of  the  Committee  on  Salable  Articles  and  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Purchasing  Committee,  who  shall  only  be  changed  for 
cause  or  at  her  own  request. 
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ARTICLE  XIV. — Railroad  Committee. 

The  Railroad  Committee  shall  secure  special  transportation  rates  for 
members  of  committees  visiting  homes  where  children  are  placed,  and  at¬ 
tend  to  any  other  business  requiring  railroad  accommodation. 

ARTICLE  XV. — Duties  of  Matron. 

The  Matron  shall  have  charge  of  the  house,  subject  to  the  advice  of  the 
Executive  and  House  Committees. 

ARTICLE  XVI. 

If  a  member  of  any  committee  absent  herself  three  consecutive  meet¬ 
ings  without  cause,  her  place  shall  be  considered  vacant.  Committees  shall 
have  power  to  fill  any  vacancies  that  may  occur  during  the  year. 

ARTICLE  XVII. 

Every  Manager  shall  make  an  effort  to  collect  at  least  ten  dollars  an¬ 
nually  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  the  Orphanage,  the  name  of 
each  Manager  being  printed  in  the  Annual  Report,  with  the  amount  of  her 
collections.  Questions  of  importance  shall  be  presented  in  writing  one 
month  before  action  shall  be  taken.  All  reports  and  resignations  shall  be 
made  in  writing. 

ARTICLE  XVIII. 

Boys  shall  not  remain  in  the  Orphanage  after  reaching  the  age  of 
twelve,  and  girls  sixteen,  unless  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Managers  pres¬ 
ent  at  a  regular  meeting.
